coiiiinittco. A .synop.si.s of lii.s ohjcction.s 
was tlien ciuiiiicrated If hi.s friend tho 
pre.sont 0. C of L. and W, wa.s to blame 
I hen thocx-C. C. , Mr. Vernon, and Mv. 
Smithe, who wa.s a nicniher of that gov- 
ernment, wore equally to blame P.ut he 
contended tliat noneof lliomwas to blame. 
Neither ought tho lesident onfjiiiccr tti be 
ooiulemneci for life for .simply making one 
error, although a .scrioiLS one. Tho opin- 
ions of tlio conjmittee were then furtlicr 
iliscns.sed and the dedticlioii arrived at 
that it would only rcipiiro ,"iOOO tons of 
cement a.s estimated by (lie eiigincer.s-iii- 
chief, fio coii.sidei'cd il woidd be absurd 
10 imagine that any inore would bo re- 
ipiircd. The aniouiil net down in the re- 
port tliat it would take .^'JOO.OOOar §250,- 
(KK) to coini>lete the dock wa.s, he con 
tended, absurd in the extreme. The co.st 
of cement was then discussed and llio eon- 
chiainn arrived at that ."^'.'T.oO per d.n was 
all that it would co.st. This would 
Sl2l,000 .l« the (olal fur the cement re- 
ipiircd. This, therefore, w.n another 
iiiisBtatemcnl. 'I'lu; prnvince woiiid re- ■ 
i civo 8500,000 from the provincial and 
Imperial govoininenis, and the cost of 
iho dock would be .S-;ir.O,Onn. .Vddedto 
I hi.s would be til e Sl-l,fK)0 l.r eeinei.t, 
and the co.st of tho raisson esliinated al 
:i60,0(K). Thfi wholo amount, therefore, 
would bo only ?5ni ,000, The rop.irt was 
e.'ilculated to deprive the province of the 
Imperial grant. Tlie .st;iieiiieut I hat ilie 
uovernmenl had ini.sled theleyislnlure was 
,is untrue as the rest of the rr|)i)i l. It was j 
.ihatu'd to HUppo.se liiat such w.is the case; 
but if the a.isortion were true (he House 
would be ju.stified in adoptincjthe report. 
Ho was^sorry tho chairman ot flio com 
niitteo wa.s not in his .seat i.. hear his re- 
raark.s on the niarKinnl mae-' oi tlie I)i-y 
Dock Act as ho conlemled iliai ihey did 
iiotaliertho meaniiitj (f ili.- 1 i \.is 
were full of err(jr.s in marginal notes and 
sfiveral wcro enumerated. In eonclu.sion 
ho tlionght it would be iiniio.s.siblo for the 
House to adopt the report. Iliere wii.s 
nothing in the way of tlii> doek Ireiiii,' c;ir- 
ried on to completion witliont any fiirllii-r 
jos.s to tho province. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Mara Iiad only a fiMV remarks lo 
innkc to help to fill the gap till oilier luei. 
members took the floor. Ho contended 
I hat a very grave mistake liad been made 
and that the report was [lerleclly correct, 
that, inatiers had been luisinan.aged. The 
minority report was not a coinmittce re- 
port ut all aiiu tlicrcfuiu hail no .^latlls iii 
I he House, it being only the opinion of 
I wo individual ineinbersof tlieconitnittee. 
Tlie only report was tho one now under 
i-m.Hideration. .-Vfter a careful jierusal of 
the evidence the only conclusion that lie 
could conic to W.IK that every clause was 
it) strict accordance with the facts throui;h 
out in tlie evidence and corrcspondoiico 



ilcalt with anil the repression of a part of 
Mr. Sproat'a letter forcibly cxpo.sed. The 
very important clauses of the letter had 
certainly been left out and he did not see 
how he (Mr. Bcavcn) could ^explwn -'.this 
fact away, ho certainly had not done ab 
yet. (Hear, hear and applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Heaven took exception to Mr. 
Mara'.s remarks .as to the connection of 
the report with the yeneral election of 
1875. 

Mr. Mara was sure the e.'cphin- 
tition made the case still worse (hear, 
hear) as he knew well enough 
that if the letter had been made public 
tho House, ])articularly the .Mainland 
members, wouhl not havo submitted to 
such largely increased co.st. (.Vpplause.) 
Thechargesof incom«tness made by Hon. 
Mr. Bo.aveii were then fully gone into 
and their fallacies exposed, That gon- 
tlemaii had refused to read the letter from 
K. it iM. to the resident eii^'ineer declin- 
ing; to bo responsible any l.nii^er for his 
salary. Mr. Bennett had also received 
letters to tho same purport. .Vs ailoncc 
sives consent the local government had 
tacitly kept him on inan extraordinary posi- 
tion, not liavin;,' been in tho employ of the 
loeal government yet the i)rovince had had 
to p.ay his .lalary for years. (Hear, hear.) 
Tho position, therefore, assumed by Hon. 
Mr. Bcaven wa.s wholly untenable. (Hear, 
hear.) It would havo been much better 
lor the province if the money paid for the 
original cement had been thrown aw.ay 
or the cement dumped into the 
harbor at ICsipiimalt the d.ay it arrived. 
(Much applause.) The shifting of the 
doek was next alluded to .and the fear ex- 
paciated upon that heavy damages would 
yet have to be paid for that piece of bung 
ling. (Hear, hear.) This in addition 10 
fiihev prospective damages would be a 
heavy bill for the province Ir pay in the 
near future. Several of the elausi's \u're 
next iilluded lo .-ind stress ]il:ued upon 
the fact that the lin|)erial .•<ub3i.ly was 
.seriously jeopardized by the mismanage- 
ment of the local government. (Hear, 
hear.) He and every other member of the 
House had Ihey known thai the cost would 
be so eiKuanously increased would no! 
have voted for the DrydoeL Mill. The 
House had a right to blame the goi ern- 
ment for their mistakes and ignoraiie". 
(Hear, hear.) The iiuantities should have 
been accurately footeil up years ago and 
tho House wouhl soon havo a.scertained 
what the cost of the doek would even- 
tually be. 'I'lie standing of K. and .M. as 
engineers could not be doubted, but tlie 
House bad a right to assume that these 
cali iilai ions were based upon the .strength 
oi l eiuent in lOngland and therefore much 
nim e would bo required nt Esquimau. 
(Heat, hear.) He contended that the 
evidence before tho House showed that 
Ycry much more cement wo\dd hi: iequir- 
ed than had been stated by Hon. iNlr. 
Heaven. The evidence of the chief com 
missioner of lands and works fully showed 
that more than 800 tqiia had been ordered, 
atid tigiire.s were given in proof, The 
committee and the House had every rea- 
son to believe lliat a inueli larger amount 
had been ordered than he, the tinanee 
minister had spoken of. [Nti, no, from the 
C. C. of L. and W.J He fully proved 
notwithstanding the noes of the i)remicr 
that the iimoniit ordered would cost at 
least S3;!, (X)0. I'resuining thai the evi- 
dence and orders in council were correct 
tho committee could come to no other con- 
clusion than that some I'iGO tons had been 
ordered and most of it without any au- 
thority from tho House. (Ho.tr, hear 
and applause.) He well rcmombcrod the 
time when he thought his lion. friend.Mr. 
Smithe was too hard on the government 
on tho drydock statute, but he now atl- 
mitted that Mr. .Smithe was right and he 
{Mv. Mara) was wrong. Marginal notes 
of tho Drydock Act were then referred 



that tho report w.\s of :i dili'ereut chjirac- 
ter to what it is; but a majority of the 
committee felt that they could not have 
iictcd truthfully if they havo not reported 
;aa they did. TIio chief commissioner had 
said the report and the evidence amount- 
ed to iiothiftg; but the lion, gentleman 
could not havo read the report, or he 
would not have t.alkcd as ho did. (Hci'.r.) 
Tho conuuitteo gathered a great deal of 
vtiluable information and that informu- 
tiuu was eiuboilied in tho report. The 
rciiiarks of IMr. Uelgcseu did not do cre- 
dit to lii.s judgment. He was not much 
sur[iriaed ;it him; but he was most sur- 
prised at tho minister of tiiuinee. He at 
least was a man of .-roiiie intolligciice and 
how he could uarp his judgment and make 
remarks such as the member for A'ie- 
toria liiid on tho jiiilgnicnt of this com- 
mittee, passed his comprchensiou. Every 
member who had spoken against the Cntl- 
ing of the cominitleo liad i(Uestioiied tho 
aeeuraey of the eopiiuittee'.s judgment. 
It therefore bec.inie necessary that ho 
should go through tho report ami exjdain 
its variou.'i acctioiis. ilo did not attach 
any blame to i\[r. Ueavenfor recommend- 
ing the purchase cf cement in 1^)71. If 
he had been in ^^Fr. I leaven's place he 
might haw done the same thing. Uiit 
the evidence shows thai the cement was 
purchased ill 187-1 for the wall anil cuf- 
ferilam. The government did not even 
know that tho cement was only intended 
for the sea wall and not for tho main 
work. No one could listen to the letter 
of iNfr. Sproal (read by the leader of the 
Opposii ion yesterday), ami ai ri\ e at any 
other conclusion than th;it a great desl 
more cement would be reqiiireil. It was 
a mistake to have made Kinipple A; Mor- 
ris believe that natural stone quarried in 
tho province would cost more than artili- 
eial stone. My. Heaven had admitted 
lea\ing out a portion of .Mr. .Sproal's let- 
ter and urged that it was done because if 
all eorrespoiideiiee u ere [uiblished there 
would be no room for anything else. Hut 
it was unfortunate that portions so vit.al- 
ly afleeting tho cost of the dock should 
have been omitted l!y siippressim; the 
statements peo|)lr wi-i-c deeeived. Il may 
have been iminteiuioiial, but they wsre 
deceived. The report of 187-1 misled the 
legisl.-ilure. N'o ilelailod estimate of the 
cost of tho dock was over received or ask- 
ed. Mr. Walkoin in his evidence acknow- 
ledged that and Mr. liennett saiil the 
s.iuie. -Mr. Karwoll .said he had no recol- 
lection of any detailed estimate having 
been received at tho time and Mr. Ver- 
non said he never received .my. Kinipple 
it i\Iorri.s do not claim to havo sent any 
estimates in ihc list of their papers. Now 
if all these witnesHea, including tho engi 
neers themselves, .say that no estimates 
were received -ir sent, that should be 
puflieieiit to pr.ni- ihoy were never sent. 
Mr. Wilson next iiroiiucei'i tlgures to show 
that in interest, slm-age and depreciation

The minister of linance 
had said that theengineers-in-cbiefagrced 
to pay tho resident engineer until the 
dock W.13 built; but that must 
construed in a spirit of equity. The 
cuments show that il was e.\|ie, led 
dock would be llnished at tlii> end 
three years, and Kinipple it .Mollis h 
notified the government ihat they e 
pected to bo reimblirsoil by the gover

'I'his oli'er if it had been accepted, wliich 
was not the case,would liavehadtlio efl'ect 
of reducing the total quantity of brick ro-, 
quired but very many hundreds of thous- 
ands notwsthstanding would havo been 
wanted. Tho proposition therefore could 
in no w.ay have interfered with tbo ron- 
traelors' arrangonients in opening a brick - 
jard, ordering a brick machine and in 
manufacturing a sufliiicnt quantily of 
bricks which they htivo failed to do.

I must express my surprise that the 
eontractors now plead ignorance as to 
whether granite or sandstone is to be us- 
ed in tho construction of the woika for t 
thought the fact was known to every one 
that the work would be carried out an 
specified for in the contract, ll certainly 
must have been known lo the contractors 
as ono of the firm; air. J. J. Piobortson. 
.some weeks .ago told mo with reference 
to the supply of sandstone required for 
the work under contr.Tict that they were 
negotiating for the purchase of a steamer 
and a scow which would carry 250 tons of 
it at a trip, and he further .said he thought 
he know of a spot not more than 25 miles 
from Victoria from which sandstone su-

.\.3 regards progress on the clock I can 
but repeat what I havo already reported 
to you. As to the statement tliafcahe 
work was comnuiiced in the fall and con- 
tinued through a wet winter.it was ent're 
by the contractors' faidt tlut the-excava- 
lion was not commenced before tho 27tli 
Sept. 1880, tho contract hnvingbeen sign- 
ed early in June. From Sept. to lHarcii 
work to tho value of .S10,090 was executed; 
from that date to 2ntl August last tho val- 
u» of work executed was S14,332|49 which 
latter amount for five months work doe3 
not, 1 respectfully s.ay, prove that the 
works have been conducted a.s rapidly as 
they might have been but rather the re- 
verse. The contractors allege that since 
March iast great heailv\ay has been made 
with tho brick and cement foundations, 
peir heads, i^.c. To this statement I'beg 
to take exception as tho brickwork WB» 
not commenced until as late asthelTt]! 
.Vugust and the concrete foundations were 
tint begun until a Hubscqiiont date. Again 
the brick work was stopped on tho 14Ui 
Sept. in eonseqiuMice of their steam tug 
breaking dcwii and the delivery of bricks 
at tho works therefore discontinued. In 
the interim tho concreting of the pockets 
between the brick walls under tho inverts 
w;is proceeded ^vitli liiit slowly from want 
of siitlicient plant to land the necessary 
brick shingle at tho works. 

The break down of the Btcam tug and 
the consequent stopp.ago of work only 
ten . Is to show the necessity of having lar- 
ger auppitcs of the noccssary materiate al- 
ways on hand and the circumstance fully 
justifies my previous reports on tho inauf- 
liciency of supplies. Tho steamer was al 
work again tho lOlh inst, and brought 
down a load of bricks ;there wcro howerer 
but i'l>,Ol)0 ;tvailable for ubo :it tho yard 
until the 2l)th inst. when the next kiln a 
small one of nine arcliesand holding about 
100,000 bricks will havo cooled oft'. I 
ninsl in conclusion again express my re- 
gret that tho brick making machine im- 
jwrted by the contractors some six weeks 
since is not nt work; for thenm>iberof 
bricks now made daily in fine weather 
some StXK) is only stifUcicnt to keep two 
brick Ityers al work. Instead of this state 
of things at least 20 bricklayersshould b? 
enijdoyed and about 80,000 bricks a day 
laid. I understand th.at the brick-making 
miichine arrived in Victoria on 5th July 
and is yet on tho wharf whore it was land- 
ed in the hands of Messrs. Turner, Bee- 
ton and Co. , who refu.so to deliver it in 
consequence of tho charges en it not hav- 
ing been paid by Ihe contractors.
